Berlin. April 7.—"If outside 
forces 


should threaten us Germany must stand . 
ready with her last man," said Dr. von 
Bethmann-Holiweg, the imperial chan- 
cellor, in parliament today, while sub- 
mittinif the government's bills for in- 
creasing the army and for providing new 
forms of taxation. 


His speech was a, striking one although 


he qualified his warning with the ad- 
mission that, "a European conflagration 
will in all probability not occur." 


"The allied intentions of the French 


and Russian governments are beyond 
question,'' declared the chancellor, "hut 
(iermany must reckon with the great 
force of modern public opinion which in 
the form of French war like patriotism 
and Russian pan-Slavism threaten the 
peace of tho world." 


Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, although 


indicating by his manner that he had 
little belief in the practicability of the 
suggestion made by the British admiral- 
ty for a year's naval holiday, said Ger- 
many was willing to consider concrete 
proposals from the British government. 


Tho imperial chancellor opened 
his 


speech by pointing out that the strength 
of the army had not kept pace with the 
growth of the German 
nationn and 


asked: "Can Germany allow itself the 
luxury of dispensing with tens of thou- 
sands of trained soldiers?" 


lie continued i "The conditions of Eu- 


rope have been radically changed by the 
Balkan wtir, which has substituted tor 
tho passive European 
Turkey 
other 


states of feverish political activity. In 
all this, there are factors of progress in- 
deed, but should a great European con- 
flagration between Germanism and pan- 
Slavism come, this change would alter 
the balance, in Germany's disfavor. This 
does not alter the fact that I consider 
this conflict probably will be avoided." 


The chancellor declared he had made 


special efforts since assuming office to 
cultivate good relations with Russia and 
believed the Russian ruler and the Rus- 
sian ministers reciprocated. 


"But tho events of the war," he added, 


"hav« greatly strengthened the pan- 
Slavic current in Russia and this U a 
danger for peace," 


Germany, the chancellor said, has been 


working to mitigate the tension, "but 
should war break out, the, German em- 
pire would unhesitatingly fight beside her 
ally." 


The chancellor then reiterated Prince 


Bismarck's saying: 


"'.If the French wait for us f,o attack 


them they will await forever,'" and con- 
cluded that there was every reason to 
bolievo that tho present French govern- 
ment wished to live in peace with Ger- 
many and that the French masses-wisher!

NOTES FOR THE AMATEUR GARDENER. 


Many suburban 
gardiiers 
leave the 


question of what to do with.their lawn 
until they have done all the other spring 
work in the garden that seems to them 
necessary-. 


In one sense this is a good idea; in 


the sense that ail heavy essential opera- 
tions, such as carrying soil, digging.beds 
and borders, planting perennials and 
perhaps even sowing annuals, and so on. 
are better got, out. nf the .^.iy before 
any attempt is made to smarten up the 
grass plot. 


In.another sense tho putting off of all 


attention to the lawn until everything 
olse is in apple pio order may mean dis- 
aster to the grass; may mean, in ehort. 
that one's grass is a' disgrace rather 
than a pleasure and an elegant touch of 
decorative effect. 


Care of the Lawn. 


The whole plot of grass should 
be 


dressed at once with some good lawn 
sand; there LTO a dozen of them. 
This 


may turn.some of the herbage a trifle 
yellow. 
But that need not worry us; 


it will come right again in a week or 
so and the lawn will be,toned up gen- 
erally as a result. 


Alone the lawn sand wilt help materi- 


ally to make tho grass look' well and 
wear ive.ll. But it will he doubly useful 
if mixed with a bushel or two of fine 
soil and apread over the surface .liber- 
ally enou;,'li to make. it. just perceptible 
that something has hpp,n scattered there. 
It" thn soil is stiff clay, finely sifted 
ashes will do good, utilized in the same 
fashion; sharp sand is more beneficial 
still 


Pome, gardeners precede the lawn sand 


dressing with ono of bonemeal or basic 
slag, and this is a wise.idea. 
Others 


spread soot, and this is good also, though 
for preference the soot should be stored 
for a month in,the open to get .rid- af 
its sulphur. 


Roll Early and Often, 


A discreet 
administration 
of lawn 


snnd this month is one of the keys .to 
success with one's grass. 
Another is 


to begin to roll early.in the season and 
toll often, but never when the ground 
is pasty; to roll up and down, across, 
from corner to corner, nnd with as many 
other 
variations 
as one can invent. 


Watering in hot weather—a pipe sprin- 
kler is better than a hose—and cutting 
regularly are .equally important. 


If the soil is heavy collect the cut 


grass; if it is light," leave the grass 
where it falls in the hottest .weeks of 
summer. 
Some complain that this lat- 


ter courso looks slipshod, and even de- 
clare, that it induces mildew. .But if 
the lawn is mowed as often as it ought 
to be and the grass is never allowed 
to grow above an inch and a half high 
tho waste will nsver make the lawn 
look shabby, and on nandy soils, at any 
rate, there will he no tendency to mil- 
dew. 


Should there be any holes or .humps 


in the lawn cut two inches or so deep 
along both sides with a sharp spade, 
then cut, through one end of this oblong, 
raise the turf with the spade, roll hack 
toward the uncut end of «he oblong, fill 
up the hole beneath (or dig out the 
mole hill or whatnot) and replace the 
turf and roll heavily to fit it back again.

yabo, February 2fi. Mr. Taylor writes: 


"That eventful Monday the guide, one 


man. 
Hjorge and I left camp as usual 


at 7:-'tn and start"d on a, trail west on 
a two-day trip to the river Tarra. The 
nidi had been working on a trail and 
Inn! it cut about four kilos from (he 
camp. When they got to the end of it 
they I,.ft our packs containing blankets 
and grub and began cutting ahead. Ouy 
and i worked along behind them, looking 
for outcrops. 
I got to the packs first, 


us Guy was feeling ill. I built a. lire 
and started down u dry canyon looking 
for water. 


"I had gone about 2ufi yards when I 


saw ahead of me a large heap of mon- 
keys on the ground, pome of them dead. 


"What first attracted my attention 


wns one waving an arm in the air. Nat- 
urally I began to take notice and saw 
ahend of me five, Indians at a water hole 
in t he canyon. 


"They were about sixty feet nway 


and immediately began shooting at me; 
but they hud only bows and arrows, so 
I had a hi* of advantage aiid.made good 
use of my heels. 
Ifowe.ver, thcv soon 


got closer than was comfortable, and 
when i>n arrow lifted my hat I began 
using my (Vdt. 
I shot the nearest one, 


about fifteen feet away, and the others 
stopped long enough to enable me to 
get to the packs, where I had left tho 
Winchester. 


"I began yelling for Guy and for Ad- 


olph and Manuel, who were cutting the 
trail ahead unarmed, as T was afraid 
the rest of the band might get them. 
^ hen the Indians saw our fire and 
heart! me y«lling. they evidently thought 
there were many men in the vicinity, 
and being much afraid of guns, especial- 
ly repeat CT*. they stopped. Needless to 
say we did not .waste any time getting 
to camp, where we grabbed our maps 
and notes and beat it. for town.

had to sleep in the. woods one night and 
arrived at El- Guyabo yesterday, safe 
and sound.

Women Suffragists There, 


Woman 
suffragists descended 
upon 


congress, again today with petitions for 
a constitutional amendment for equal 
suffrage. 


After a mass meeting in a down town 


theater, thn petition bearers, more than 
fiOO in number, formed in a rectangular 
body and marched to the capitol. At the 
foot of tho capitol steps the marchers 
divided, one party going to the senate 
side and the other to the house. Both 
parties eventually joined in the rotunda 
where members of both branches were 
bombarcd with the petitions. 


The bearers represented every congres- 


sional district in tho country. 
While 


galleries in the senate were specially 
reserved for the marchers and adher- 
ents, ^no band or banners were admitted 
to the capitol.

Two of His Exploits. 


One of Perry's most sensational ex- 


ploits xvas the robbery of the American 
Kxpress company'h special train between 
Syracuse and Lyons, on the Nexv York 
Central, on Kept. 3. 1801.

$500.000.

Perry boarded tho train, but he got into 
the baggage car by saxving away .1 bit 
of thn door.

Moore xvith his gun, and after taking 
what he wanted backed out onto the 
platform and cut the rubber coupling 
xvhieh put on the airbrakes, is the 
train slowed up Perry jumped off. He 
got $5,000 in cash and some, jewelry.
